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HCC opens registration for 
January, spring terms 


HOLYOKE — Registration is now 
open for January and spring 2021 se- 
mester classes at Holyoke Community 
College. 

HCC’s two-week January term, 
called Wintersession, begins Mon., Jan. 
4, and runs until Friday, Jan. 15. The 
spring 2021 semester begins Monday, 
Jan. 25. 

HCC will also once again be offer- 
ing two additional “flexible” start dates 
for the spring semester. Spring Start 
II classes begin Feb. 16 and run for 12 
weeks. Spring Start III classes begin 
March 29 and run for seven weeks. All 
spring classes conclude by Wednesday, 
May 12. 

“Our flexible fall start dates were 
very popular with students who were 
not ready to begin classes at the tradi- 
tional time in early September because 
of uncertainties surrounding the pan- 
demic,” said Mark Hudgik, HCC di- 
rector of Admissions. “For spring, we 
wanted to again offer flexible start dates 
to give students as many opportunities 
as possible to either begin or continue 
their college educations.” 

Because of ongoing concerns related 
to COVID-19, HCC will continue to of- 
fer the majority of its classes remotely 
through the 2021 spring semester. 

Like most colleges, HCC started re- 
mote instruction in mid-March after the 


COVID-19 pandemic forced campus 
closures. This fall, all HCC classes are 
being offered in one of three formats: 
online, blended remote, and blended 
face-to-face. 

Wintersession and spring semester 
classes will follow these same formats: 

Online courses offer a_ tradition- 
al, asynchronous online model with 
coursework deadlines established by in- 
structors. 

Blended remote courses have both 
asynchronous online components com- 
bined with real-time scheduled class 
meetings via videoconference platforms 
such as Zoom. 

Blended face-to-face combines 
blended remote with some in-person in- 
struction on campus. For the most part, 
this format is limited to health science 
programs that require clinical labs, such 
as nursing, radiologic technology, veter- 
inary technician, and medical assistant. 
Last month, HCC also started offering 
some of its culinary arts classes face to 
face in the kitchens of the HCC MGM 
Culinary Arts Institute on Race Street 
in downtown Holyoke.

Early business closures, 
revised gatherings, mask 
orders announced 


BOSTON — On Monday, the 
Baker-Polito Administration an- 
nounced a series of targeted mea- 
sures to disrupt the increasing trend 
of new COVID-19 cases and hospi- 
talizations. 

Governor Charlie Baker an- 
nounced these changes at a time 
where public health data has indi- 
cated that cases are rising, with cas- 
es up by 278% and hospitalizations 
up by 145% since Labor Day. These 
measures are meant to disrupt rising 
trends now, so the Commonwealth 
can keep the economy and schools 
open for residents and to prevent 
the need to roll back to Phase I or 
Phase II of the reopening plan. 

All orders and advisories are ef- 
fective as of Nov. 6 at 12:01 a.m. 

New orders and advisories: 

Stay At Home Advisory: The Ad- 
ministration issued a revised Stay At 
Home Advisory to ensure residents 
avoid unnecessary activities that 
can lead to increased COVID-19 
transmission. The revised Stay At 
Home Advisory instructs residents 
to stay home between 10 p.m and 5 
a.m. The Advisory allows for activ- 
ities such as going to work, running 
critical errands to get groceries and 
address health needs, and taking a 
walk. 

Early Closure of Businesses and 
Activities: Governor Baker issued 
a new executive order that requires 
the early closure of certain busi- 
nesses and activities each night at 
9:30 p.m. The 9:30 p.m. closure re- 
quirement is aligned with the Stay 
At Home Advisory and together 
the two new initiatives are designed 
to further limit activities that could 
lead to COVID-19 transmission. 

Effective Nov. 6, the following 
businesses and activities must close 
to the public each day between the 
hours of 9:30 p.m. and 5 a.m. 


Restaurants (in-person dining 
must cease at 9:30 p.m., although 
takeout and delivery may continue 
for food and non-alcoholic beverag- 
es, but not alcohol) 

Liquor stores and other retail es- 
tablishments that sell alcohol must 
cease alcohol sales at 9:30 p.m. (but 
may continue to sell other products) 

Adult-use marijuana sales must 
cease at 9:30 p.m. (not including 
medical marijuana) 

Indoor & outdoor events 

Theaters/movie theaters (includ- 
ing drive-in movie theaters), and 
performance venues (indoor and 
outdoor) 

Youth and adult amateur sports 
activities 

Golf facilities 

Recreational boating and boat- 
ing businesses 

Outdoor recreational experienc- 
es 

Casinos and horse tracks/simul- 
cast facilities 

Driving and flight schools 

Zoos, botanical gardens, wildlife 
reserves, nature centers 

Close contact personal services 
(such as hair and nail salons)

Face Covering Order: Governor 
Baker also signed an updated or- 
der related to face-coverings. The 
revised order requires all persons 
to wear face-coverings in all public 
places, even where they are able to 
maintain six feet of distance from 
others. The revised order still allows 
for an exception for residents who 
cannot wear a face-covering due to 
a medical or disabling condition, 
but it allows employers to require 
employees to provide proof of such 
a condition. It also allows schools 
to require that students participat- 
ing in in-person learning provide 
proof of such a medical or disabling 
condition.

Gatherings Order: Governor 
Baker also signed an updated or- 
der restricting gatherings. The new 
gatherings order reduces the gather- 
ing size limit for gatherings at pri- 
vate residences: indoor gatherings 
at private residences are limited to 
10 people and outdoor gatherings 
at private residences are limited to 
25 people. The limit on gatherings 
held in public spaces and at event 
venues (e.g. wedding venues) re- 
mains the same. The new order also 
requires that all gatherings (regard- 
less of size or location) must end 
and disperse by 9:30 p.m. 

The new gatherings order also re- 
quires that organizers of gatherings 
report known positive COVID-19 
cases to the local health department 
in that community and requires or- 
ganizers to cooperate with contact 
tracing. The gatherings order au- 
thorizes continued enforcement by 
local health and police departments 
and specifies that fines for violating 
the gathering order will be $500 for 
each person above the limit at a par-

What happens if 
younger wife is 
the higher earner?

Dear Rusty: I’ve seen examples of how 
to maximize Social Security, but I’ve never 
seen an analysis for our situation. I’m 61 and 
my wife is 57, but she has been the primary 
breadwinner, while I just barely made eligi- 
bility. Our plan is for me to start at age 62 
($500 a month) and then switch to my spou- 
sal benefit at age 74, when she starts her ben- 
efits at age 70 (her benefits should be $2,500 
a month). Are we missing anything? We are 
both in good health with an average life ex- 
pectancy but there is a very good chance my 
wife will exceed the “average.” Signed: Plan- 
ning Ahead 

Dear Planning: Well first, be aware that 
Social Security’s rules are “gender neutral” — 
that 1s, the rules are the same regardless of 
which of you is the higher earner. That said, 
you and your wife seem to have a good strat- 
egy, for with her as the higher earner with 
the highest benefit, maximizing her Social 
Security payment by waiting until age 70 is 
an excellent plan. Since her longevity out- 
look is very good, she should get the most in 
cumulative lifetime benefits by waiting. Your 
plan to claim at age 62 is also prudent if you 
will not be working full time. That’s because 
if you claim before your full retirement age 
(FRA), you'll be subject to an earnings test, 
which limits how much you can earn before 
Social Security takes back some of your ben- 
efits. 

If you exceed the earnings limit, Social 
Security will assess a penalty of $1 for every 
$2 you are over the limit and take back ben- 
efits equal to that amount. For example, if 
you were collecting Social Security this year 
the earnings limit is $18,240. If you earned 
$25,000, you’d be $6,760 over the limit and 
Social Security would take back benefits 
equal to $3,380. And at your $500 monthly 
benefit rate, they would withhold benefits for 
seven months to recover what you owe. And 
that’s true until you reach your full retire- 
ment age when the earnings limit goes away 
(born in 1959, your FRA is 66 years and 10 
months). 

At your FRA you would get time credit 
for any withheld months, but if you're plan- 
ning on that Social Security income starting 
at age 62, and youre still working, the earn- 
ings limit could derail your benefit income 
plan. Of course, if you won't be working af- 
ter you claim early benefits, the earnings limit 
doesn’t apply. 

And for clarity, your wife’s earnings from 
working don’t count toward your personal 
earnings limit, and the limit goes up consid- 
erably in the year you reach your FRA. If 
you plan to continue working and the earn- 
ings limit is an issue, you might choose to 
wait until your FRA to claim your benefit. By 
doing so you would avoid the earnings limit, 
and you would also assure that you would re- 
ceive the full 50% of your wife’s FRA benefit 
amount when she claims. 

If you claim at age 62, your spousal ben- 
efit (when your wife claims) will be less than 
half of your wife’s FRA benefit amount be- 
cause you claimed your own benefit early. 
Your spousal benefit will consist of both your 
own (reduced) benefit and a spousal boost to 
bring you up to your spouse benefit amount. 
When your wife claims at age 70, your spousal 
boost (the difference between your full FRA 
benefit amount and half of her FRA benefit 
amount) will be added to your own (reduced) 
early Social Security benefit, yielding a spou-

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It takes a few months 
to conceive a healthy orchard 


this year! While my trees are 

too young to be good bearers, 
it’s been fun eating lots of different 
apples from the local orchard. My 
favorite are the antique varieties. 
This year I had the good fortune 
to be able to purchase both Rox- 
bury and Golden Russet, Winter 
Banana, Caville Blanc and Bald- 
win. While I set out with a plan to 
buy enough to get me through the 
winter, I typically eat them in re- 
cord speed and schedule a return 
trip to the orchard just a few weeks later. 
These old apples bring me so much enjoy- 
ment, I really need to consider adding a few 
more trees to my home orchard. 

Perhaps eating your favorite varieties 
have inspired you, also. If so, this 1s the col- 
umn for you. The key to successful home 
apple orchards appears to be forethought. 
Purchasing fruit trees should not be an 
“impulse buy.” Ask yourself the right ques- 
tions now and you will be in good shape 
once spring planting rolls around. 

What variety do you want to grow? 
While I like heirlooms, you may prefer 
some of the newer, disease- resistant types. 
Or maybe you want apples that span the 
seasons, say Paula Red to start, Honey 
Crisp for mid-stream and Gold Rush to fin- 
ish it off. Perhaps youd like to make cider 
or bake lots of pies. There are apples that 
are specifically suited to how youd like to 
use them. 

My favorite place to buy trees by mail 
order is through Fedco in Maine. Call 207- 
426-0090 or log on to fedcoseeds.com/trees 
to request their “Trees” catalog. You will 
glean lots of useful information within 
the pages of this catalog. I am thrilled to 
know that they are grafted on site and ac- 
customed to our climate. 

How tall to you want your trees to get? 
Apple trees are available in dwarf, semi- 
dwarf and standard size. Their ultimate 
size 1s determined mostly by the rootstock 
onto which the named variety 1s grafted. 
Each has their pros and cons. Dwarf trees 
can generally be maintained without a lad- 
der. They come into bearing sooner but 
because of their size produce fewer apples 
than larger trees. Staking and irrigation are 
often necessary, because of limited root sys- 
tems. They can be planted relatively close 
together (six to eight feet) and are generally 
short-lived. Semi-dwarf trees are midsized, 
bear well and are most productive for two 


[o« really enjoyed the apple harvest

or three decades. They are usually spaced 
12 to 14 feet apart from one an- 
other. Standard, or full-size trees 
are those beauties of our grand- 
parents’ era. Extremely hardy, 
many are still around and might 
even be bearing fruit! Plan on 18 
feet or more between trees, with a 
mature height of 15 to 20 tall! 

Where will you plant them? 
With the size of the trees deter- 
mined, you can now figure out 
how many will fit in the space 
designated for your home or- 
chard. The best spot is one that receives 
six to eight hours of full sun per day. Deep, 
well-drained soil 1s ideal; never plant where 
you know the water table is high. In my 
opinion, a few trees positioned close to the 
house will be maintained better because 
they are in eye-shot as compared to those 
placed strategically out in the back-for- 
ty. They tend to nag you as you walk by: 
“Time to prune!” “Why are those leaves 
curled?” What is that orange spot?’ You 
get the idea. 

Is my soil any good? Fall is a great time 
to take a soil test. First, slice a six inch core 
of soil from your intended orchard with a 
stainless steel trowel. Remove surface debris 
and air dry. Repeat several times and mix 
the cores together. Then, measure out a cup 
of soil to send to the lab. If the locations 
you plan on planting your apple trees vary 
considerably, test them separately. Official 
directions and an order form are found on 
http.//soiltest.umass.edu. The standard soil 
test is $20. Mention on the test that you are 
growing apples and pH and fertilizer rec- 
ommendations will be specific to that crop. 

You can do something this fall to make 
planting easier next spring. Mark out where 
your trees are to go and dump a generous 
amount of compost on top of the grass ina 
circle three feet in diameter. This will start 
to break down the sod and get the microbes 
in the soil working. 

With the planning part behind you, it 
will be a lot of fun to await the arrival of 
your trees come springtime.

BOSTON -— State Rep. Todd M. 
Smola (R-Warren, Ranking Mem- 
ber, Committee on Ways & Means) 
along with their colleagues in the 
Massachusetts Legislature on Mon- 
day, Oct. 26, passed An Act relative 
to additional unemployment ben- 
efits for the neediest recipients cur- 
rently excluded from the Lost Wag- 
es Assistance program, which would 
enhance unemployment benefits for 
17,000 people in Massachusetts by 
as much as $1,800 each. 

The House and Senate approved 
the payout of additional unemploy- 
ment benefits to Massachusetts 
residents who did not qualify for 
enhanced federal unemployment 
benefits over the summer. The leg- 
islation authorizes an increase to 
unemployment compensation for 
every recipient in Massachusetts 
not receiving at least $100 in weekly 
benefits. This enhancement would 
apply retroactively to approximate- 
ly17,000 recipients. 

Smola said these additional

funds will help individuals and 
families pay for food, rent and other 
expenses during the ongoing CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. 

Under the federal Lost Wages 
Assistance Program, individuals 
collecting unemployment were pro- 
vided with an additional $300 in 
weekly benefits over a six-week pe- 
riod this summer, beginning at the 
end of July and running through the 
first week of September. However, 
these federal funds were made avail- 
able only to those individuals who 
were already receiving at least $100 
in state unemployment benefits. 
After recording double-digit un- 
employment figures over the sum- 
mer, the state’s jobless rate dropped 
to 9.6 percent in September, with 
365,400 residents out of work. 

The governor signed the legisla- 
tion into law on Monday. For ad- 
ditional information please contact 
Smola at Todd.Smola@mahouse.

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New formula releases schools from 
‘red’ status to participate in fall sports

REGION — Fall sports will 
conclude over the course of 
this week and next week. Many 
schools, like Agawam, built a 
schedule that had teams finishing 
in the first or early in the second 
week of November in order to 
build in time to make up games 
before the Nov. 20 cutoff date. 

Thanks to a revised formula 
by the state government, however, 
further shutdowns of most high 
school sports should be avoided. 

Unfortunately, a few schools 
called it quits for the season be- 
fore the formulas were re-done. 

Last Friday, a revised formula 
to gauge “high-risk” communi- 
ties for the spread of coronavirus 
was released. The result was every 
community outside of Springfield 
being removed from high-risk or 
“red” status. 

A number of school temporar- 


ily shut down sports due to high- 
risk status, including Monson, 
Palmer, Amherst, Granby, Chi- 
copee, and Minnechaug. 

Minnechaug and Palmer were 
nearly shut down for extended pe- 
riods of times, but the new metrics 
allowed the schools to both return 
to action earlier this week. 

Unfortunately for a couple of 
schools, the new numbers came 
back too late. 

Granby, which shut down its 
fall sports for a minimum of two 
weeks on Oct. 29, made the deci- 
sion at the end of last week to dis- 
continue the fall season. 

Holyoke, which had to end its 
fall season on Oct. 22 after three 
weeks in the “red,” called off it 
season once it had been in the red 
for three weeks. 

Chicopee and Minnechaug had 
to postpone a number of games at 
the end of last week. As a result of 
the revised formulas, those games 
have the opportunity to be made 


up. 
West Springfield, which plays 


in a bubble with Agawam, can 
also resume sports if it wishes. 

Agawam High School Athletic 
Director David Stratton said a 
number of schools that have lost 
games due to COVID-related 
shutdowns. He said in situations 
like Holyoke where they have shut 
down their sports, teams in their 
bubble try to find other games. 

“The goal for most sports like 
soccer, field hockey, or volleyball 
was to have at least 10 contests,” 
said Stratton. “In most bubbles, 
you play everyone twice. But 
we would pick up a third game 
against a team in our bubble if we 
needed one to get to 10.” 

With COVID formulas chang- 
ing, teams should be able to have 
enough time to finish up the fall 
season without much difficulty. 
When the fall season wraps up on 
Nov. 20, winter sports will be able 
to begin the following week. 





Early indications show high school 
winter season can be played

REGION — Guidance issued by 
the Office of Energy and Environ- 
mental Affairs has opened a path 
for winter sports to be played. 

Combined with the revised 
method in which towns and cities in 
Massachusetts will be measured for 
risk of COVID-19 transmission, 
there are indications that basketball 
and hockey as well as swimming 
and indoor track will be allowed to 
have limited competition. 

Back in the summer, the sports 
of basketball, football, lacrosse, 
and hockey were listed as high-risk 
sports because of sustained close 
contact that would likely result in 
COVID-19 transmission. 

Soccer was also part of that des- 
ignation. This caused summer bas- 
ketball, soccer, and lacrosse leagues 
to be cancelled. 

Soccer was eventually removed 
from the high risk designation and 
games were allowed to be played 
with modified rules during the high 
school season. 

Basketball and hockey are still 
considered high-risk, but the EEA 
guidance allows for 
limited competition to 
be played. That limited 
competition will more 
than likely be the type 
of “bubble” play that 
fall sports were played 
under. The bubbles are 
geographic in nature, 
and have worked out 
rather well. 

The Massachu- 
setts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association 
had to cancel the fall 
tournaments and has 
also moved to cancel 
winter tournaments, 
but the EEA guidance 
shows hope for a mod- 
ified basketball sea- 
sons within the bub- 
bles teams will play in. 

With the winter 
season set to start at 


a normal winter season, and set to 
go from December to Feb. 21, it is 
not yet known how many contests 
could be played during that peri- 
od of time. Basketball and hockey 
seasons are typically 18-20 games, 
but the desire to limit contact could 
limit the number of contests al- 
lowed. 

Also, due to the fact the sports 
are played indoors, it is possible 
fans could 
be — banned 
from most 
ice hockey 
arenas and 
school gym- 
nasiums. 

One sport 
that will only 
be — allowed 
to _ practice 
and have zero 
competitions 
is wrestling. 
Wrestling 
is deemed 
to have too 
much close 
sustained 
contact to be 
allowed to 


have competitions between schools. 
It is unknown if wrestling will be 
moved to the “bubble” season like 
football, or if it will be cancelled 
altogether. 

The MIAA and Department of 
Elementary and Secondary educa- 
tion are in the process of coming 
up with rule modifications for bas- 
ketball and hockey, which will be 
coming 1n the next month.

As daylight saving 
time comes to an end, 
Massachusetts drivers 
need to be on the lookout 
for deer. According to a 
AAA Northeast analysis 
of crash data, October, 
November and Decem- 
ber were the peak months 
for deer-related crashes in 
2019 with an average of 
one deer crash every hour- 
and-a-half across the 
Commonwealth during 
those three months. 

In 2019, there were 
1,557 deer-related crash- 
es between October and 
December, most com- 
monly near sunset when 
deer tend to be grazing 
for food and on the move 
during their annual mat- 
ing season. Eighty-one 
percent of deer crashes 
occurred outside daylight 
hours. 

“Motorists need to be 
especially vigilant and an- 
ticipate deer darting into 
the roadway, especially 
during evening hours,” 
said Mary Maguire, di- 
rector of public and leg- 
islative affairs for AAA 
Northeast. “Deer pose 
dangers to themselves, to

your vehicle, and to you, 
so it behooves everybody 
to be prepared and alert. 
I’ve also had deer dash 
out in front of my bike 
in wooded areas, so cy- 
clists should be vigilant as 
well.” 

The top counties for 
deer crashes in Massa- 
chusetts last year were 
Bristol (268), Worcester 
(260), Plymouth (210), 
Middlesex (188) and Es- 
sex (122). 

The top towns for deer 
crashes were Wilbraham, 
Rehoboth and Westport 
(27 each); Middlebor- 
ough (24); Swansea (20); 
East Longmeadow (19) 
and Andover, Westford, 
Easton and Acushnet (18 


each). 
Most deer-related 
crashes occur because 


drivers simply don’t see 
deer crossing the roadway 
in low-light conditions. 
But many crashes occur 
due to driver distraction 
or inattentiveness. 

AAA reminds motor- 
ists to: 

Slow Down. Reduce 
speed in low-light condi- 
tions, which will give you 


more time to respond to 
unexpected wildlife move- 
ments. 

Scan off-road areas. 
Deer may dash out from 
the shoulder or wood- 
ed areas adjacent to the 
road. 

Be patient. Where 
there is one, there may be 
many, so don’t speed off 
after a deer crosses your 
path as there may be more 
nearby. 

Be prepared. If a colli- 
sion 1s unavoidable, apply 
the brakes firmly and re- 
main in your lane; swerv- 
ing sharply to avoid an 
animal can cause an even 
more serious crash. 

Along with earlier sun- 
sets, the end of daylight 
savings can increase the 
risk of drowsy driving, as 
well. The time change can 
disrupt circadian rhythms 
and contribute to loss of 
sleep. According to AAA 
Foundation for Traffic 
Safety research, losing 
one to two hours of sleep 
doubles the crash risk and 
an individual operating a 
vehicle with five hours of 
sleep or less in a 24-hour 
period faces crash risk as 


someone driving drunk.
